Continuation of 6. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1, 7, and 13, and in response 
to applicant's argunnent that the references fall to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., "Hsu patent is completely silent and is not directed in any way to processing textual and other similar rendering or 
layout source documents" (p.3,L26-28) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant's assertion that the basis for obviousness is resting on a "completely deficient patent" 
(p.4,L9-12), because although, Hsu fails to explicitly teach a scanner to access an input content stream, a parsing component coupled to 
a scanner component, and a replaceable document type definition. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to have provided 
the scanner for the reception of the input document to be transformed into proper SGML syntax, parsed the content for providing 
corrected SGML syntax, and to have had a replaceable document component to be replace during execution of the client to have 
replaced the erroneous syntax with the corrected one as taught by Hsu (c.2,L15-22, c.5,L.32-67, and c.6,L.1-9). 
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
